GUNMEN PAY 


DEATHj>ENALTY 


An Hour Before »9 Was BWSM** 


H« Named Harry Villon, "Ufty 
Louie" and "Gyp the Blood" aa the 
Actual Murderers of the Gambler. 
The four gunman paid the death 


penalty In the electric chair in 8ln| 
Sing prUon at Owinlng, N. Y., Monday 
morning for the murder of Herman 
tosenthal, the gambler, in New York. 


They were Harry Horowitz, alias 


'Gyp the Blood;" Louis Rosenberg, 
alias "Lefty Louie;" Jacob Seiden- 
schener, alias "Whitey Lewis." and 
Frank Ciroflci, alias "Dago Prank." 


They were taken singly from theii 


cells, and four solemn 
procession* 


marched down the corridor to the 
death room, where they met their fate 
without flinching. Three of them were 
attended 
by Jewish rabbis, while 


Frank Cirofici 
was attended by a 


Catholic priest. The witnesses of the 
executions were limited to the num 
ber required by law, and all passed 
off without any unusual incidents. 


"Whitey Lewis" wrote a statement, 


which he asked the representative ol 
a Jewish newspaper to publish a* a 
warning. 


'There are many boys on the East 


Side," he said, "who are well brought 
up, and who have good parents who 
do not look out for the company they 
get in. Bad company is the cause of 
their fall. They get a bad record, no 
matter whether they are guilty or not 
they will be framed up. Keep away 
from bad company, is the last mes 
sage I can send to Jews." 


To say their last farewells to the 


doomed men their families came late 
Sunday evening, and there were touch- 
ing scenes when they finally parted 
from their young wives, who had ex- 
hausted every possible means to save 
them from death. 


An hoar before he was executed 


"Dago Frank" was taken out of the 
death house into another part of the 
prison. 
" 


In the room to which he w taken 


were his mother, his sister, Warden 
Clancy, the principal keeper, Mclner 
ney, and Father Cashin, Catholic chap 
lain of the prison. 


At that time he was on the verge of 


collapse. He was able, however, to 
make his statement, and this state 
merit was taken down and signed by 
himself and by Clancy, the prison war 
den The statement was sent to Oover 
nor Glynn, at' Albany. 


At the start of his confession Giro 


fici told how "Sam" Schepps, "Jack" 
Rose and Vallon went to his flat in 
Harlem on the night of* the murder 
He went back with them to "Brldgle" 
Webber's gambling, place at Forty-sec 
ond street and Sixth avenue. There 
they met the three other gunmen. 


He said that he left the other gun 


men in "Brldgle" Webber's place be 
cause he received word that his girl 
had been arrested uptown. He wanted 
to get her out of jail. He insisted that, 
as a result, he was not present at the 
shooting, and then declared that the 
shots that killed Rosenthal were fired 
by "Lefty Louie," "Gyp the Blood" and 
Harry Vallon. "Whitey Lewis," he 
said, did not fire a shot because his 
gun missed fire. He declared here and 
at other stages of his statement that 
he had never heard of Charles Becker 
in the case, that none of the gunmen 
knew of Becker having any connection 
with the plot to kill Rosenthal. 


It was recalled that the testimony 


at the trial showed that the gunmen 
never heard of Charles Becker in their 
murderous transaction. 


"Dago Frank" said the day following 


the crime he received one-fourth of 
$1000 for the murder. 


Clancy, as soon as he could, talked 


with Governor Glvnn on the telephone 
and told him of the statement. He as 
sured the governor that what "Dago 
Frank" said made It certain that there 
had been no misrarria"e of justice. 


$32,500 For Parents' Death. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. John Zlm- 


mer, of Scranton, Pa., both of whom 
were killed in the wreck on the Lack 
awanna railroad at Corning, N. Y., on 
July 4, 1912, has received a check for 
$32,500 from the company in settle- 
ment of his claim. This is the last of 
the damage actions against the com 
pany arising out of that wreck to be 
settled.

GUNMEN PAY 
DEATH PENALTY

An Heur Sefere He Wae 


He Named Harry Vallen, “Lefty 
Leu It“ and lcQyp the tie##9 ae Mia 
Actual Murderers ef the OamUer. . 
The four gunmen paid the death 
penalty in the electric chair in Mas 
Sing prison at Ossining, N. Y* Monday 
morning for the murder of 
Herman 
Rosenthal, the gambler, In New York, 


They were Harry Horowit*, alias 
“Gyp the Blood;“ Louis Roaenberg( 
alias “Lefty Lottie;“ 
Jacob Bolden* 
schener, 
alias “Whltey Lewia," and 
Frank Clroflcl, alias “Dago Frank.” 


They were taken singly from theii 
cells, and four solemn 
processions 
marched down the corridor to the 
death room, where they met their fate 
without flinching. Three of them were 
attended 
by Jewiah 
rabble, 
while 
Frank Clroflcl 
waa attended by a 
Catholic priest. The witnesses of the 
executions were limited to the num­ 
ber required by law, and all passed 
off without any unusual incidents. 


“Whltey Lewis“ wrote a statement, 
which he asked the representative of 
a Jewish newspaper to publish aa e 
warning. 


“There are many boys on the East 
Side,“ he said, “wht> are well brought 
up, and who have good parents who 
do not look out for the company they 
get in. Bad company is the cause of 
their fall. They get a bad record, no 
matter whether they are guilty or not 
they will be framed up. Keep away 
from bad company, ia the laat mes­ 
sage I can send to Jews.“ 


To say their last farewells to tht 
doomed men their families came late 
Sunday evening, and there were touch* 
ing scenes when they Anally parted 
from their young wives, who had ex» 
hausted every possible meana to save 
them from death. 


An honr before he was executed 
“Dago Frank” was taken out of the 
death house into another part ot the 
prison. 


In the room to which he was taken 
were his mother, his sister, Warden 
Clancy, the principal keeper, Mclner* 
ney, and Father Cashin, Catholic chap* 
lain of the prison. 


At that time he was on the verge of 
collapse. 
He was able, however, to 
make his statement, and this state 
ment was taken down and signed by 
himself and by Clancy, the prison war­ 
den. The statement was sent to Gover 
nor Glynn, at Albany. 


At the start of his confession Clro* 
fici told how “Sam“ Schepps, “Jack“ 
Rose and Vallon went to his flat In 
Harlem on the night of* the murder. 
He went back with them to “Bridgle“ 
Webber's gambling place A Forty-eec* 
ond street and Sixth avenue. There 
they met the three other gunmen. 


He said that he left the other gua* 
men In “Bridgle“ Webber's place be 
cause he received word that his girl 
had been arrested uptown. He wanted 
to get her out of jail. He insisted that, 
as a result, he was not present at the 
shooting, and then declared that the 
ahots that killed Rosenthal were flred 
by “Lefty Louie,“ “Gyp the Blood“ and 
Harry 
Vallon. 
“Whltey Lewis,“ he 
said, did not lire a shot because hi* 
gun missed fire. He declared here and 
at other atagee of his statement that 
he had never heard of Charles Becker 
in the caae, that none of the gunmen 
knew of Becker having any connection 
with the plot to kill Rosenthal. 


It was recalled that the teatimony 
at the trial showed that the gunmen 
never heard of Charles Becker in theii 
murderous transaction. 


“Dago Frank“ said the day following 
the crime he received one-fourth of 
$1000. for the murder. 


Clancy, as soon as he could, talked 
with Governor Glynn 011 the telephone 
and told him of the statement, He as­ 
sured the governor thut what “Dago 
Frank“ said made It certain that there 
had been no mlHcarriape of justice,

Charlec Bheelcr, of Baltimore, a small- 


pox ttwpect, baa been in Gettysburg for 
he laat twenty days, living at the home 
il bwvry Dougherty, working at the 
brick plant, and mingling generally with 
he people of the town. The first intima- 
ton of any such condition existing there 
ate on Friday afternoon when Dr. Dick 
eon, County Medical Inspector, wan in- 
ormed of Sheeler'n pretence in town by 
he State Department of Health. Sheeler 
was ill in Baltimore before coming to Get 
yaburg on March 22nd but had no medic- 
1 attention. Mrs. Delia Seddicnrn. with 
whom he boarded, is now under quaran- 
ine in Baltimore, as well as William Rod- 
dy, of Baltimore, a barber who shaved 
him while the eruption was on Sheeler's 
face. 
Roddy'B case has been diagnosed as 


smallpox. 
Two others are in the Munici- 


pal Quarantine in Baltimore with Huiall- 
X)x, supposed to have been contracted 
:rom Sheeler, the man who has been go- 
ing about Gettysburg for eouie time. On 
Saturday morning Dr, Hunt instructed 
L)r. Dickoou to take entire charge of the 
case, inasmuch an Sheeler was a State rath- 
er than a town case. Dr. Dicksoii visited 
bim at the brick plant and made an ex- 
amination of his body. He found abund- 
ant evidence of a recent eruption which 
indicated either a mild case of smallpox 
or a severe case of chickenpOx. At the 
brick plant all of the employees will be 
given the privilege of the vaccination and 
will be placed under daily observation so 
that immediate steps may be taken to pre- 
vent any further spread should any of 
them develop symptoms of the much 
dreaded disease. The news of the nature 
of Sheeler'e illness came as & surprise to 
Mr. and Mrs. Dougherty who also did not 
know of Mrs. Dougheity'a sister, Mrs. 
Seddicum, being under quarantine in Bal- 
timore. 


The borne of Emory Dougherty, was 


placarded Saturday evening by the local 
Board of Health with a large "Small Pox" 
quarantine sign. 


Printery Burned. 


One man is dead, another is believed to 


have been burned to death, and several 
firemen and a small boy were slightly in 
jured by fire, which totally destroyed the 
State Printery, in Harrisburg on Wednes- 
day night. The loss is estimated fo be in 
excess of $150,000 
Fanned by a 16 mile 


an hour wind the fire which originated on 
the first floor totally destroyed the build 
ing, burning valuable State records, which 
cannot be replaced. This printery waa 
for many years operated by C. Edward 
Aughinbaugh, formerly of Gettysburg, 
and the estate of Mr. Aughinbaugh own- 
ed much unfinished work which had not 
yet left the place, and which, it is pre- 
sumed, was destroyed in the fire. In ad- 
dition to destroying printing ior forty-five 
counties, the index and appendix of the 
House section of the Legislative Journal, 
which it is said cannot be replaced, was 
destroyed. This is regarded as the most 
serious loss to the State departments.

Roddy’s case has lieen diagnosed as 
smallpox, Two others are in the Munici­ 
pal Quarantine in Baltimore with small* 
pox, supposed to have been contracted 
from Sheeler, the man who has !>een go­ 
ing about Gettysburg for some time. 
On 
Raturday morning Dr, Hunt instructed 
Dr. Dickson to take entire charge of the 
case, inasmuch as Sheeler was a State rath­ 
er than a town case. 
Dr. Dickson visited 
him at the brick plant and made an ex­ 
amination of his body. 
He found abund­ 
ant evidence of a recent eruption which 
indicated either a mild case of smallpox 
or a severe case of chickenpox. 
At the 
brick plant all of the employees wjjl be 
given the privilege of the vaccination and 
will be placed under daily observation so 
that immediate steps may be taken to pre­ 
vent any further spread should any of 
them develop symptoms of the much 
dreaded disease. The news of the nature 
of Sheeler's illnefe« came as a surprise to 
Mr. and Mrs. Dougherty who also did not 
know of Mrs. Dougheity’s sister, Mrs. 
Seddicum, being under quarantine in Bal­ 
timore. 


The home of Emory Dougherty, was 
placarded Saturday evening by the local 
Board of Health with a large “Small Pox” 
quarantine sign.

Torreon Falls?; Loss Over 5000. 
Nol only is Pancho Villa’s rebel 
army in undisputed possession of Tor 
reon, Mex., but his army is in close 
pursuit of the fleeing Federal army, 
recently defending the city. 


The cavalry, under Generals Her­ 
nandos and Ortegr, sent in pursuit of 
General Velasco and his fleeing Feder- 
als, overtook the rearguard of the Fed- 
erals at San Pedro de Los Colonlas, 
and in tho fight which followed loo 
Federals were killed and 153 taken 
prisoners. The rebel losses were not 
given. 


Torreon was the last 
stronghold 
held by Huerta in northern Mexico. 
The town, strewn with the dead and 
wounded of a slxrday battle, was occu­ 
pied by tho victorious rebels on the 
heels of the Hying Federals, the rem 
nants of Genera) Refugio Velasco's 
army. 


In all the fighting no foreigner was 
killed or Injured. 


Tho losses have not been compiled, 
but General Villa estimates his own 
losses at 5U0 killed and 1500 wounded 
and the Federal loss at 1000 killed 
and 2500 wounded, with an unknown 
number of prisoners. This Is by Jar 
the largest number of casualties In 
any of the many battles that have 
marked the Mexican revolution of the 
last four years,

Pears that the sealer 
has been 


crushed and that her crew has been 
Iroten to death or are loat on the 
fields of floating ice were revived 
•when gorernment authorities stated 
that the Teasel had not arrived at 
Channel, N. P., as previously reported, 
and that an extended search for the 
missing ship would begin aa soon as 
the blizzard and gale abate and make 
It safe to navigate vessels. 


The Southern Cross, formerly used 


in Antarctic exploration by Sir firnest 
Shackleton, carried a crew of 173 men 
and was loaded with more than 17,000 
•ealskins, trophies of a hunt in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. 


The Southern Cross started home- 


•ward a week ago, and passed safely 
down the west coast, through Cabot 
strait and along the southern coast. 
On Tuesday morning she was sighted 
off Cape Pine, nineteen miles west of 
Cape Race. Since then the blizzard 
•truck this section and nothing fur- 
ther has been heard from her. 


Messages sent to New York stated 


that when the Newfoundland was 
caught in the ice 100 of her men were 
on the floe, and that various vessels 
have picked up more than eighty bod- 
ies of men who were frozen to death 
and that nearly a score of survivors 
were found. 


The message stated that the New- 


foundland's men were bringing the 
pelts of the seals toward that steam* 
ship when overtaken by the blizzard, 
and that the Newfoundland has not a 
single sealskin now on board. 


The other vessel reported a catch 


of 28,000 seals. This would mean that 
the Newfoundland's financial loss is 
perhaps $70,000, as each skin is worth 
about $2.50. The Newfoundland is re- 
ported to be undamaged. 


The steamship Bellaventure, bring- 


ing fifty-eight bodies and some of the 
survivors of the Newfoundland to St. 
Johns, Is blocked in the ice. Many of 
the rescued sealers are reported to 
oe dying, and the death list will be in- 
creased before the rescue steamship 
arrives.

Cy Warman, the poet and short 


story writer, died in Chicago after a 
long illness.

missing ship would begin as soon as 
the btlssard and gale abate and make 
It safe to navlgete vessels. 


Hie Southern Gross, formerly used 
to Antarctic exploration by Sir Brnest 
flhackleton, carried a crew of 17S men 
aod was loaded with more than 17,000 
■ealsklne, trophies of a hunt in the 
Oulf of St Lawrence. 


The Southern Croee started home- 
ward a week ago, and passed safely 
down the west coast, through Cabot 
■trait and along the southern coast. 
On Tuesday morning she was sighted 
off Cape Pine, nineteen miles west of 
Cape Race. Since then the blluard 
etruck this section end nothing fur­ 
ther has been heard from her. 


Messages sent to New York stated 
that when the Newfoundland was 
caught in the ice 100 of her men were 
on the floe, and that various vessels 
have picked up more than eighty bod- 
lee of men who were froxen to death 
and that nearly a score of survivors 
were found. 


The meeeage stated that the New­ 
foundland’s men were bringing the 
pelts of th# seals toward that steam­ 
ship when overtaken by the blluard, 
and that the Newfoundland has not a 
■ingle sealskin now on board. 


The other vessel reported a catch 
of 28,000 seals. This would mean that 
the Newfoundland’s financial loss is 
perhaps $70,000, as each skin is worth 
about |2.50. The Newfoundland is re­ 
ported to be undamaged. 


The steamship Bellaventure, bring­ 
ing fifty-eight bodies and some of the 
survivors of the Newfoundland to St. 
Johns, is blocked In the ice. Many of 
tbe rescued sealers are reported to 
be dying, and the death list will be in­ 
creased before the rescue steamship 
arrives.

O BOONKR haa winter gowning 
reached Its apex of achievement 
than the attention of every chronl- 
quer dee mode* Is Immediately riveted 
on the first faint ahadows cast by the 
coming spring styles. The charms of 
the existing fashions are lost in view 
of tho attractions to come, and tho In­ 
terest of the whole fashionable world 
Is keenly alive to the Interesting possi­ 
bilities of what will be. 


Sometimes the changes effected In 
these “between seasons" are radical 
and extreme. 
Startling novelties are 
thrust on the public without so much 
aa “by your leave“ and unless the pro­ 
test against them Is vigorous and 
unanimous they are likely to stay, 
whether they are creations of beauty 
or of actual hldeousness. Again there 
may be few positive differences be­ 
tween the summer style and the one 
for fall or between the fashion of mid­ 
winter and that of early spring.

Those flower novelties ure expected to 
ahuw off to tremendous advantago on 
Uio Panuma hats, which are already 
coining into favor.

Tbe witnesses of the 
executions were limited to the num­ 
ber required by law, and all passed 
off without any unusual Incidents. 
"Whitey Lewla” wrote a statement, 
which be asked the represenutlva ol 
a Jewish newapapar to publish aa a 
warning. 
"There are many boya on the Eaal 
Side,” he said, "whb are well brought 
up, and who have good parents who 
do not look out for the company they 
get In. Bad company is the cause of 
their fall. They get a bad record, no 
matter whether they are guilty or not 
they will be framed up. Keep away 
from bad company, is the last mea- 
sage I can send to Jews." 
To say their last farewella to tbe 
doomed men their families came late 
Sunday evening, and there were touch* 
ing scenes when they finally parted 
from their young wives, who had a*- 
hauBted every possible meana to aara 
them from death. 
An honr before he waa exeiwtad 
"Dago Frank” was taken out of the 
death house Into another part j>f the 
prison. 
In the room to which he wsa taken 
were his mother, his sister, Warden 
Clancy, tho principal keeper, Mclner- 
ney, and Father Cashln, Catholic chap­ 
lain of the prison.

He declared here and 
at other stagea of his statement that 
he had never heard of Charles Becker 
In the case, that none of the gunmen 
knew of Becker having any connection 
with the plot to kill Rosenthal. 
It was recalled that the testimony 
at tlie trial showed that the gunmen 
never heard of Charles Becker In thdi 
murderous transaction.

Hl« Million« Back Open 3hop In 


Colorido Mines. 


John D.’« Mllllona Back Op«n 8hop. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., »on of the 
rlchcHt man In tlio world, testified be­ 
fore the house mines committee in 
Washington about the question of 
Mb moral responsibility for the indus­ 
trial strife which has kept the coal 
flelds of southern Colorado in turmoil 
(or six months. 


After more than four hours of cross- 
•xamination Mr. Rockefeller had told 
the committee:, 


That he and three other directors 
represented his father's 
Interest of 
about 40 per cent in the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company, central figure In 
the big coal strike. 


That as a director he had fulfilled 
all of his interest and responsibility 
in the company when he placed the 
officers, "competent and trusted men,” 
In charge of the company's affairs. 


That he knew nothing of conditions 
In the strike district except from re­ 
ports of the officers of the company. 


That the strike had become a fight 
for the “principles of freedom of la­ 
bor/’ and that he and his associates 
would rather that the present violence 
1 continue “and that 
they lose all of 
their 
millions 
invested In the coal 
flelds, rather than that American work* 
ingmen should be deprived of the right 
under 
the 
constitution to work for 
whom they pleased.” 


That he favored arbitration In Indus 
trial disputes generally, but that in 
the present instance he supported the 
officers of the company In their re­ 
fusal to submit the question of union­ 
ising the mines to arbitration. 


For a “Dry” Navy. 


A dry navy is to take the place as 
the right arm of grape juice diplomacy 
In the scheme of the Wilson adminis­ 
tration. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels has 
signed an order which absolutely pro­ 
hibits the use or introduction of alco­ 
holic liquors on any vessel of the navy 
or within the confines of any navy 
yard or shore station. 


This order will be issued to the ser­ 
vice at once and will become effective 
on July 1, 1914.

By a majority of 80 an amendment 
for the rejection of the home rule bill 
was defeated in the house of commons 
in Ixmdon, and without division the 
bill was given for tho third time Its 
second reading In the house.

ft majority of 101, and the second time 
by a majority of 98. 


Eight O'Brienites 
abstained 
from 
voting and two Liberals voted against 
the government. One Nationalist was 
absent through illness. Three Labor 
ites also were absent, and Charles F. 
Q. Mastermftn, who had previously 
voted as a member of the government, 
lost his seat in the election for Beth­ 
nal Green last February. 


National, Independents, Nationalists 
and Ulsterites clashed In partisan de­ 
bate over the home rule bill. 


Timothy Healy, the Independent-Na­ 
tionalist, charged Mr. Kedmond with 
deluding Ireland. 


"From Sir Edward Grey’s speech an­ 
nouncing there must be an appeal to 
the electorate before the bill comes 
into operation/1 he said, “It Ib clear 
that the whole matter is the purest 
gamble for Ireland. 


4,If the advocacy of conditions made 
by William O'Brien had been follow­ 
ed Instead of calling the Ulstermen 
‘Orange dogs and carrion crows’ the 
question would be much nearer settle­ 
ment/' 


Mr. Healv then announced that the 
followers of O'Brien, ten In number, 
would not vo-C lor the second reading 
of the bill. 


The Nationalists, Mr. Rmlmond said,

Torrcon Falla; Los« Over 5000. 
Not only is Pancho Villa's rebel 
army in undisputed possession of Tor 
reon, Mex., but his army Is in close 
pursuit of the ileeing Federal army, 
recently defending the city. 


The cavalry, under Generals Her* 
uandez and Orlegr, sent in pursuit of 
General Velasco and his fleeing Feder­ 
al«, overtook the rearguard of the Fed- 
erals at San Pedro de Los Colonias, 
and In the ilght which followed 100 
Federals were killed and 153 taken 
prisoners. The rebel losses were not 
given. 


Torreon was tho last 
stronghold 
held by Huerta In northern Mexico. 
The town, strewn with the dead and 
wounded of a six*day battle, was occu­ 
pied by the victorious rebels on the 
heels of the ilying Federals, the rem 
nants of General Refugio Velasco's 
army. 


In all the fighting no foreigner was 
killed or injured. 


Tho losses have not been compiled, 
but General Villa estimates his own 
losses at 600 killed and 1500 wounded 
and the Federal loss at 1000 killed 
and 2500 wounded, with an unknown 
number of prisoners. This is by lar 
tho largest number of casualties In 
any of the many battles that have 
marked the Mexican revolution of the 
last four years.

The Southern Cross, formerly used 
la Antarctic exploration by Sir Brnest 
flhackieton, carried a crew of 178 men 
and was loaded with more than 17,000 
aealsktns, trophies of a hunt in the 
Oulf of S t Lawrence. 


The Southern Cross started home­ 
ward a week ago, and passed safely 
down the west coast, through Cabot 
■trait and along the southern coast. 
On Tuesday morning she was sighted 
off Cape Pine, nineteen miles west of 
Cape Race. 
Since then the hlluard

ther has been heard from her. 


Messages sent to New York stated 
that when 
the 
Newfoundland was 
caught In the Ice 100 of her men were 
on the floe, and that various vessels 
have picked up more than eighty bod­ 
ies of men who were frosen to death 
and that nearly a score of survivors 
were found. 


The message stated that the New­ 
foundland's men were bringing the 
pelt* of the seals toward that steam­ 
ship when overtaken by the blitsard, 
and that the Newfoundland has not a 
single sealskin now on board. 


The other vessel reported a catch 
of 28,000 seals. This would mean that 
the Newfoundland's financial loss is 
perhaps 870,000, as each skin is worth 
about |2.S0. The Newfoundland is re­ 
ported to be undamaged. 


The steamship Bellaventure, bring­ 
ing fifty-eight bodies and some of the 
survivors of the Newfoundland to St. 
Johns, is blocked in the ice. Many of 
the rescued sealers are reported to 
be dying, and the death list will be in­ 
creased before the rescue steamship 
arrives.
